in the mind of the inspector, and rrive bint the 
difficult job of judging between the two, The 
appointment of the impector lies therefore with 
the Governor. He is to appoint and dis- 
roiia them. The inspector receiving bis pa*er 
to enter on any person's premises in pursuit 
of his business from this high source, 
is accountable to the same source fur 
the proper discharge of bit duty. An 
Act of this sort of conns necessitates 
a branding regulation] which is arranged 
for, every owner being; obliged, under penalty 
in default, to inform the Chief Inspector of ihe 
brand employed by him ; also to employ tiw; 
brand efficiently. Beyond the regular bnnd 
scabby sheep are to be marked with aa 3 three 
inches tn length. The penalty proposed to he 
enforced upon those who fail to give notice of 
scab is severe. And owners of an infected 
flock aie obliged to give sufficient notice to 
passers by that his sheep are infected, both at 
the cross roads end in the newspapers. Tbe 
inspector upon the discovery of scib does nut 
take potiession necessarily and begin te treat ; 
the owner is allowed to du thin if he pleaies, 
but if his efforts prove unavailing ia three 
mcnfha he will have to pay 3d. per sheep for 
every sheep infected. Should the time be 
extended to six months the penalty fur ill 
condition is doubled. In the esse of 
inertness on the pait of the owner, the in- 
spector ctn take the matter into his own hands, 
employing such labour and rnedicamenitR aa 
shall be necessary to free them from scab, and 
charging the same to tbe owner. Nu inspector is 
to grunt a license until the animal or animals 
have been free for a period of six montbr. In 
cases where the scab, owing to tbe nature at the 
groum], or other circamstancei, ij unertdicited, 



notwithstanding treatment, the sheep ire to be 
'lilleil, and the owner compensated from the 
■ Sub Act Fund," raised from iicnsltias. For 
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removal ofthecp wi'Jiout permission the penalty 
is heavy. The penalty upon any sheep fur 
entering a prescribed distriel* without special 
penni;tion will be iSOO, and destruction. All 
infected lands, and those immediately adjacent, 
will he f.roclaimed ijuarantine districts, however 
mial!. The quarantine distticta will be pro- 
claimed in ilie Gafemmeni Qaittit, and will be 
so situated thst nil clean sheip in the colony 
csn get lt> jnnkal or anywhere, without 
gniog upon infected ground and with- 
out, other dtlajs. Maps, ehowing the various 
quanntine districts for the uso of tra- 
velling sheep, will be published. In com- 
mtnling on this measure, Mr. Mscknight re- 
rrisrk* ; — " No owner of Infected sheep need 
incur any penalty under this Act ; for any man 
in ordinary country tan clean his sheep within 
tirre months, by using good ubicca, and 
•ukup; kls fence* secure ; and if his country be 
suth that he cannot reckon on collecting all his 
sheep, the beat thing he csn do is to elect to hare 
ihem destroyed, and receive compensation, as 
provided in clause It" 

The Horticultural Society of London hare 
recently puhliahed optnione respecting the 
"Hjuii." The farmers of New Zealand 
having suffered from it Lr one or two 
srssoBS, consider themselves entitled lo speak 
of the matter, Tb« chief spokesman 14 ■ 
Mr. Rose, who reiterates the opinion so 
rreijueutly expressed in South Australia. He 
considers it due not to the sod or the grain, hut 
to tbe improjier use or both, Instead of adopt- 
ing a system of rotation of crops, or of reaioriog 
to the land soma of the elements abstracted, it 
ha* been mercilessly cropped year after ycivr, 
and impoverished. The farman of all these 
colonies seem to think that thia land can never 
wesr out ; it is, in their opinion, a cow which 
will continue to give milk wilhout food and 
water, and it it considered by the gentlemen 
just named that lime it tbe principle wanted, 
and he ties been applying !t with some advan- 
tage, The state of the toil for tbe production 
of any cereal crop is now to well known, or <o 
tsaey to be kntsm, that we are surprised how 
people can consent to blunder about in igno.

rosy be compelled to slay at home, even though 
he finds himself and bis family brought down to 
the brink of starvation. But all may not be ao 
helpless, and perhaps st some future time the 
sinning family may experience a return of 
employment, the wages so earned furnishing 
ultimately the mesne of emigration. How this 
subject is ripening in the minds of ttus work- 
ing classes of the metropolis may he judged 
by what has transpired in the ecclesiastical 
district of ft. Paul's, Clerkenwel), No 
church has yet been erected in this district ; 
hut the incumbent — tbe Kev. A. StyLeman 
Herring — makes use of tha school building in 
the meantime as the centre of bis operations, 
pending the necesary help from the Hi shop of 
Lotdon's Fund. The population is 8000, and 
of a very mixed industrial character. The 
crash of 1^66 was severely felt in that locality, 
and the ensuing winter was one of much suffer- 
ing. Matters are rather better now ; hut the 
people seem conscious of a risk lest the tide 
fhould again ebb. The school building to 
which we have referred, situated in Allen-strest 
Ui swell Road, hai been made to do duty not 
only as a church and as * place of juvenile 
education, but alio as t sort of reading-room 
and library. About a dozen working men con- 
stituted a discussion class, and among other 
topic* they hit upon that of " emigration," Tbe 
mtire they discusaed the fjueelion— and ii 
eeims they went into it at considerable 
length — the mors interested they be- 
came ; but finding their acquaintance 
with ih* subject somewhat limited, tbey 
applied to Mr. Herring to assist them in getting 
further information. The rev. gentleman at 
once entered cordially into their views, and took 
the requisite steps, sn hr as was prsctirnhu, to 
supply their wants. Suitable books and news- 
papers were obtained, as well as the aid of some 
.^ualitisd lecturers, In the lecturing department 
the Her. C. H. Stewart, a lonSon clergyman 
who had personal knowledge of Canada, was 
particularly serviceable. A Urge tea meeting 
was held, and the result w«t a " unanimous 
vote " in favour of emigration to Canada. 
About thia lime one man, engaged in the clock 
end watch trade, was eo impressed with the 
bereriu seeming from emigration, that hs 
stalled On an experimental trip to biriadt, 
leaving his wife and family at homo to abide 
ii. e result. Arrived at Montreal, he imme- 
diately obtained employment, sod soon after- 
wards acquired a partnership in seme small 
business, He is now saving mosey to fetch 
Out his wile and family, who will doubtless 
rejdin him next spring. The subject of effii- 
gralion being thus fairly brought before the 
notice of the people, it assumed a practical 
shape by the formation of an emigration fund. 
I his arrangement dates front the ttb of 
August last. TJte Rev. K. Hitehmin, curate of 
the district, acts as secretary, and takes a 
hearty interest in tbe proceedings, the in- ™ 
bent being the president and treasurer, The 
plan of operation is a. follows :— A block of 
isnd is to be obtained in Canada, and on this 
land a tegular settlement la to bo formed, to 
be called " New Clerkenweu." When the block 
is secured iti. to be divided into allotments of .}, 
[0, !0, and iii ncres or upwards. Parties wishing 
1 0 emigrate and 1 0 occupy pints of this land are to 
subscribe to tha fund on a certain scale. For a 
.1-s.ci-e allotment the subscription is Hi, per 
week; for a 10-acrt lot, 6d. per week; for 20 
acre.. Is. per week ; far 40 teres. Si per week ; 
and for larger lots in tha same ratio. A small 
entrance-fee I. required, ranging from 3d. to 
2t. ; in aid of the working expenses. With the 
exception of the entrance-fee, each depositor 
may have hie subscriptions returned, on giving 
tjne week's notice in writing. Thoie who 
wbh their contributions to accumulate more 
rspidly can subscribe to a spetisj find for that 
purpose. 

•Jn the ^baiis of this scheme ■>»■! persons 
(.some ut them females) are now paying in 
llieir subscriptions. It is remarkable that 
these 2fs-i persons represent no less than 
B9 irades, proving, therefore, how wide-spread 
hasten the distress cif the working classes, 
and how general Is the feeling in favour of 
emigration. Tbe most extensive class are the 
carpenters, who amount to 2S. Labourers 
appear as S3.

I he subecribert are heads of f amities, so that the 
number of Individuals interested in the move- 
mml cannot be tees than a thonsand. The cost 
of transfer ring an adult from London to Toronto 
will, probably, be about £7. Application has 
already been made to the Ontario Government 
for a grant of 10,000 acrea of land on bjinir of 
thia society. The money reteived during the 
brief period the asaiciation has been at work 
consists of entrance fees, £8 6s. 3d, ; dona- 
tions, £3 10a. ; collected, 5s. 7d. ; and 
weekly subscriptions, £63 7s, Members 
have been paid off to the eitent of 
£3 19s. (id., leaving £4D 7s. Bd, in. tbe 
bet.h. It is intended to send out a pioneer 
p.rly of about twelve to twenty men next April, 
who are to construct a few log-houses, prepare 
a provision depot, and make other preliminary 
arrangements. It must, however, be obvious to 
all parties that m»ny of the subscriber* are 
totally unfit to occupy land. Still in one way 
or the other, there ie a market for all tbe labour 
lhat Clerkenwel], or even* all London, can send 
lo Canada. It ia very likely that in practice 
the scheme will have to undergo several modi- 
fication.. N ever) h Bless, the project is full of 
promise, and wdl doubtless cerae into proper 
shsp* as the work goes on, Other parties ere 
to follow the pioneer force, " as. may be deemed 
desirable." The fact le.tbey may follow as fast 
a. the money can send them, provided they go to 
Ibe tight place nnd attempt tbe right thing. 
The earlier tbey start alter the winter is over 
the better. Our remarks arc perbap* some- 
what anticipated by tbe 7lh section of the 
society's plan, which says ; — "Agents to be ap- 
pointed »t Quebec, Toronto, and perhaps 
Montreal, or other places, to receive ihe panics 
tent out. Offers of suitable employment might 
also be made through them." This is in some 
tense a saving clause, and may be expected to 
operate extensively. A labourer capable of 
turning his hand to farming work might go out 
to Canada, and after working as a farm servant 
for a couple of year., would find himself able— 
both in regard to mean* and experience— to 
enter on the occupation of a free grunt of land. 
Thus, in the coune of a few veers, an agricultural 
labourer— who in England baa scarcely any 
pnxpect bnt the workhouse— might find him- 
self the prosperous possessor of a farm entirely 
hi* own. If, instead of the surplus population 
of our agricultural district, overflowing almost 
wholly into the luge towns, a fair pro- 
portion were ta betake themaalves to 
the provinces of Canada, these emi- 
grants would rUn into prosperous men, 
and our great towns would not contain such a 
map* of struggling industry. Tbe swelling 
ranks of pauperism would no longer be recruited 
at so tremendoue a rate, and a great social 
danger would be averted. Sut for the present 
it seems we must be content to let the emigra- 
tion movement develop itself in the towns ; nnd 
It is certainly an un fur tun.it e thing that the 
Canadian Government has no emigration 
agent in th* metropolis. Mr. Dixon, 
the sole emigralion agent for the Cana- 
dian Government, ia stationed at Wol- 
verhampton, and consequently* can exercise 
but little influence on the movement which is 
poing forward in London, though it is setis fac- 
tory to know that this gentleman haa paid • 
visit lo Clerkenwel!, and lias expressed his 
gratification at the effort* ef the St. Paul's 
Society. 

Wa have on Severn] occasion* referred in 
these column, to the success which has 
attended the operation* of the East-end Emigre- 
tlen and Belief Society, having its head- 
quarters in Poplar. In regard to efforts in aid 
of emigration, it needs no argument to prove 
how safely and beneficially the public may here 
bestow thpir Thenex-aUnte. The M abuse ol 
charity " is scarcely possible, where Lite tasi- 
tributions aregiven in supported & well-managed 
emigration fund. The benefit is twofold. It 
helps those who emigrate, and it lessens Ike 
difficulties of tboae who remain behind, The 
benefaction keeps no man in idleness, but helps 
to deliver men from that idleness which is 
enforced by circumstsnces. If those who have 
the means i*ill foster this movement, the greatest 
amount of good, with the least possible aaiauni 
ef injury, will be the result as regards ihe in- 
dustry of tbe country. Those families who go 
»Lroid will be customers for our heme manu- 
factures, and while they build up our colonies 
&ej will indirectly nouriib ihe mother country, 
lVe may also bore lhat the clergy and others, 
who take a practical interest in tbe state of tbe 
working rlatsea, will .ndeavour to Torm societies 
similar to that of Mr. herring and Mr. Hitchmnn 
in Clerktnwell. It is an Interesting sight to 
witness a hundred and fifty person*, 01 there- 
abouts, flocking to the schoolroom, on Tuesdny 
evenings, to pay in their emigration subscrip- 
tions. The payments made, the company ail 
down, while the Hev, Mr. Httchraan reads to 
them the latest information Misting to Canada,. 
Alter the information has been laid before them 
<tueation* era probably aaked, or observations 
are made, anel no email amount of shrewdness 
and intelligence characterises the remarks thus 
emanating from the audience. In reference to 
the alleged frequency with which Canadian 
emigrnnta pass over the boundar) line nnd enter 
into the Vnited Stale*, we may observe thnt nil 
the subscribers to the Clerkenwell fund have 
pledged themselves to remain in Canada. But, 
independently of any promise, we believe there 
ie little probability of English emigrant* passing 
out of British territory if the Canadian emigra- 
tion department is only properly organised and 
doea its duty.

The wretch, 
though only of middle ape, in emaciated so aa to 
be mete skin and bone ; the detainee* of kis ex- 
pression is h reproducible !n words; in hii 
bands ia tbe fatal pipe ; " by his side are seen 
vessels for making tea, ami by copioui draughts 
of lhat stimulant he will try to revive his dead 
limbs by and by, when he awakes from bis con- 
templated debauch, and finds, as It were, his 
very life on the point of leaving the 
body," When * man has once contracted 
the habit of opium-smoking, say. the trntsller, it 
Is impossible t« reform ; and, indeed, one need 
only look at tbe picture to be quite sure of this 
impossibility. A reader with anything like in 
imaginative turn of mind can hardly help paus- 
ing to think of a condition of such despair; 
and if he i. reflective as well as imaginative, be 
will feel a chill in remembering tbat the Malay 
opium-smoker is not the only, evan if he is the 
most degraded, kind of incurable. It is rather 
a useful thing for Englishmen to think about, 
because the notion of an incurable la one of 
those which we have supreme difficulty in ad - 
milting to our minds. We are to convinced- 
end it it ■ very decided piece of good fortune 
for us thst we are so—of tha omnipotence of 
persona) effort, and the Irresittiblenea. of the 
haw will, that the eiisttm, tf fact, whlcfc

potent, it either ignored, or at any rate is kept 
as much tuiof sight a* possible. Thst this w 
on ike whole a very wholesome tendency, and 
sm!' in good in the long rue, there csn be 
hardly my doubt. It ia good less for itself 
thsn for lb. healthines. of nature, of which it 
ii t *ign. It ia better that people should over- 
rate than that they should underrate the power 
of the wiB, and that they should narrow the 
Geld where effort is unavailing to as small 
dimensions a. may be. Even if tbey devote 
their energies to the reformation of characters 
that are too far gone in evil to be capable of 
reformation, at any rate the effort brings good 
to the worker, and braces his own character, if 
it doea nothing else. But it w not good that 
anything should be shirked, nnd it is not good, 
therefore, that we should shut out eye* to the 
e lisle rice of whole bands of moral incurables — 
men as far beyond redemption from thia or that 
tyrannical habit a. the Malay opium-smoker, and 
whose moral rate it not n whit less desperate. 
Our common reluctance to recognise such a. class 
of persons arista not merely from the shock 
which Ihey give to our conviclion of the omni- 
potence of energy and will, but also from the 
shock which they give to our compassion and 
sympathy, and human hopefulness. There is a 
certain horror, as of death itself, in the idea 
lhat atijbody, especially anybody we know or 
like, is finally given over to a reprobate mind, 
either on one special side of conduct, or, as is 
rcmctLmes true, cn all sides- Hopelessness le 
the one condition which it freezes the sympa- 
thetic mind even to dream about in Connection 
with character. Yet in one sense hopelessness 
may r.Imost be Said to be a law of character ; that 
is to say, we get into moral grooves, and if we 
only go sufBcienily far in them, then hence- 
forward it ia as good as certain that we shall 
never succeed in hoisting ourselves out or 
them. Opiunv smoking is not a favourite or 
popular vice among Europeans, and so wa do 
not get incurtbleneas brought home to us in 
lhat direct and concrete manner which is so 
much more effective than any other. But the 
most unflinching optimist will think twice 
before he maintains that we are free from other 
vice, and foible* that are hardly a shade leu 
deidly, miirnh't mnmniiw; at all events, from 
vice. *ad feiblea which thnii victims would 
probably count quit* as deadly if they could 
only see themselves a* others see them. 

Take weakness of purpose, far example. It 
is aa certain at anything can be, that after a 
time the habit ot desiring without willing, of 
purposing without striving, of wishing and de- 
signing without executing or taking strenuous 
slept towards executing, fasten* upon a man 
and grow* into his bones and his flesh, and 
pulls him down to a state fully as desperate and 
as deadly from a moral point of view as the 
state of Ihe Malay opium -smoker is desperate 
from the moral and physical point. Practi- 
cally, there is about as little chance of 
rescuing the one as the other. If moral differ- 
ences could only, by som. useful bit of miracle, 
be made to manifest themselves- in out- 
ward end visible sign, in the flesh, we should 
perceive lb at lb* man was a. far gone, as ema- 
ciated, ss much of a skeleton as his Malay pro. 
lotype, and that not all the moral and spiritual 
doctors in creation conld pull him out of his 
cachexy. The power ef self-deception is per- 
haps a kindly device placed within reach ot 
men by Ihe benevolence of the compassionate 
gode. It would be too appalling, too tragic, if 
men in this condition could rtatiss th. truth 
I list ihey had Anally and for ever shut and 
double-locked the gate* of their particular 
Paradise v^imi.; th*me«)v*«. To have a mind 
teeming with projects and purposes, lo 
keep body and soul together, sa to 
speak, by confident tnticipation of fulfilling 
them, and suddenly to find out that you had 
boptlessly crippled yourself and destroyed, as 
with knife or cautery, the very germ* of th* 
Itrength necessary for fulfilment — could the 
flames of the pit come much nearer to a man 
lhan thi*? Or much nearer to the friends of 
the man? Vet there are perhaps no more 
Soddened opium-smokers in the Indian Archi- 
pelago than there are people in Europe feeding 
themselves on ihe fume, of unexecuted 
purpose, thrown by. their eialtation into 
deadly drowsiness, only to be dispelled, 
by violent stimulants — th* futile prepara- 
tions for a fresh debauch. If this were aeen 
physically, it would be frightful. Its terror and 
despair Would exceed any physical malady to 
which men are subject, because, to be capable 
of high resolve and good purpose, a man must 
hnve stuff In him, and must, therefore, ba 
capable of proportionately hitter anguiah if it 
were ever to be revealed to him that his whole 
life, ef which he think, so much, with 
which lie mean* to do so much, which im- 
presses and stimulates hi* empty purpose so 
much, ii only a patch of moonshine after all The 
esse of the simply Indolent man is bad enough 
if he could only see it ; but thsn it could never 
appear particularly horrible to him from hi* own 
point of view, because he probably haa a theory 
that the Malay might jusl as well be lying com- 
fortably on his back on a straw mat, with the 
teapot by his aide, n* doing anything else. The 
cite of confirmed indolence is ignoble, and it is 
s.d, ts the sight ot waybody surrendered to s 
demon from whose grasp he cannot be extricated 
must always be, But it is not to terrible when 
ihe man has no idea that he is the prey to a 
t<Hurre, or doea not ao much object to the 
/iHSirre. The true horror ia when we le* one in 
the clutch of the monater. when he thinks all 
ihe lime that he ia walking happily and freely 
over the green face of th* earth 1 and to know 
lhat nothing ehort «f tearing him to pieces in 
the process could extricate him. 

One advantage of recognising the incurable- 
eess of certain disorders nf character after they 
have had time to work themcel^ea into its grain 
is that well-disposed persons would learn to 
leave the incurable alone ; would let him fare 
in his own way ; would neither harass him, nor 
waste their own energies tn a booties* effort to 
awaken him. It would be an uncommonly 
useful thing if persons given to play th* pert of 
tocitl missionary or amateur moralist would 
bang up ov«r their mantel-piece or bed- 
head a photograph of the Malty opium, 
smoker, a* a reminder, griphts and perpetual, 
of the impotence of talking In Che faea of con- 
firmed and settled habit. If one were to ae* aa 
eeriest moralist haranguing the wretched Malty, 
pointing out to him the evil and roily of bu 
way*, enforcing his moral by reference to the 
dead eye, sunken cheek., and bone. »t*rting 
through Ihe skin, we should only laugh or 
wonder. It is not much less melancholy 
to not* th* .-.cat with which incorrigible 
preacher, attack and try to stir up men as dead 
in their habits at habits can be. What amount 
of digging and dungbur will bring fruit to a 
harren tree f It was a ]mt appreci.tion of the 
invincible might with which habit, nnd temper* 
take root nnd thrive In nun, that led 
theologians 10 insist upon a npernatural 
effort of divine grace at th* 



.. miserable human nature." and about Ihe 
fethltneia and fatuousness of mortal* groping 
after light by their own unnided effort. And 
ihie teaching has very likely had a depressing 
effect ; it fian very likely done something to 
weaken th* needful spirit of self-reliance, sad 
luntsjy, earnestly directed energy. To teach 
a man that he needs * miracle to bring him 
right ie of course to do much to discourage him 
from doing hi. best to bring himself right. But 
ihia ia no reason why those who are not 
teach era but only observers, and all men in so 
far a* ihey are observers, ehoold bank the 
plain truth lhat we are all of u. apt to drift into 
mental states out *r which nothing short of 
downright miracle could deliver us. And may 
we *t this point, without intruding loo far 
into > domain which ia not our., suggest 
that another doctrine which some theologian, 
hold, whatever ie to be said for or against its 
theological truth, his at any rate a aide which 
is true in moral* 7 Those who hold that a 
spiritual regeneration is wrought in baptism may 
at least borrow bom the humbler armoury of 
the experimental moralist thie proposition, that 
men often teem to inherit some qualities from 
their tire* which nothing short of preternatural 
intervention ia at all likely to root Out. The 
Iheory of the tabula tma ia no longer tenable in 
ihe face of established facte of physical trans - 
mietion, and we are bonnd to admit that at no 
earliest moment of hia existence doe* any man 
start exactly fair. 

Whether he doe. or not, however, it le very 
transparent that every hour of his life 1 man is 
building up habile and culling off retreats for 
himself. Yet there are not many persons who 
have either thought so much about conduct in 
general, or have eo alert an eye upon their own 
conduct in particular, as to know when the time 
has come, or is just at hand, that retreat will 
have ceased lo be open to ihsm — when they 
are in this respect or that, or in all respects, 
incurable and hopelees. In th* greater matter* 
of conduct, happily, nature and circum- 
stances combine to keep people in the straight 
track of what ia honourable, vtrtaoua, end 
wholesome. But small matters often make all 
the difference, and it Is in foibles, weaknesses, 
littleness, ibat men are apt to fall away, sod to 
let ill ingrain itaelf In them, without their being 
at all aware of the total impossibility of ever 
undoing that which ia at the moment quietly 
and tenaciously doing itself. Only those who 
have taken the pains to watch the procesiof the 
formation of habits in themselves and in others 
know how comparatively fcw repetitions of an 
act are quite enough to sink it irreparably Into 
their nature. It i* not every habit that is so 
unpleasant at it* tint inception as opium- 
emcking i* said to be. VV* ere 
not warned off, nor tempted not to give 
way. On the contrary, a* all preachers 
tinea tbe Flood have lamented, it is the first atep 
which is so bright end ao easy, from getting 
Into debt down or up to the weightiest and most 
crushing sins. The Malay, it may be said, has 
no excuse, for the Srat whilfa are nasty enough 
to bid him think, while there ia soma excuse fur 
the poor mortal who falls astray in the direction 
of idleness, of seeking his own ease 
first, and other things afterwards or not at 
nil, of profusion of money, of running after too 
gay comrades, of indulging in biting speech, 
of jielding (0 immoderation in thought and 
language and attitude ; for is there not a strong 
*m*ck of what gratifies the old Adam in all 
these things f And it is thi* pleasant smack 
which seduce* men, until it ha* grown too 
at tree live to be resisted. They go on all tbe 
time with an ingenuou. idea that they csn pull 
up if ihey will, and when they will, A palsied 
man might is well flatter himaelf that, if he 
only wished it strongly enough, ho could forth- 
fleet down as firm a foot as hia 
stoutest neighbour. It is true that the facility 
ef habit work* for good ss well aa for 
halm, because a virtuous habit once formed may 
prove as durable is 1 vicious one. Certainly, 
if a man were obliged to take deliberate thought 
before every virtuous act of his life, the world 
would become 1 pandemonium, and so it is to 
tlii* extent a htppy dispensation that to form 
habits comes tolerably easy to us. But then we 
must set against thi* the other aide, that an evil 
habit is fully aa likely to last as any other, be- 
cause it i" juat *e certain to surround itself with 
igreesbln association*. The only reason why it 
ia worth while lo point out that there are moral 
incurables, and that we are most of us incurable 
in one respect or another, large or small, it 
ihi.t it serves to enforce in 1 way that is rather 
neglected the very old moral about bewaring of 
brtt tlep*.

Aitiiovoii wa are not in e position to apeak 
from positive personal experience ef hydro- 
pathic treatment, ts to the physical sensations 
produced by the application of wet blankets,

The wet 
blanket ia not usually tn irascible, and i* in- 
variably * literal person ; to he contents himself 
with rejoining thst you ere not quit* *c 
curat* about bis age, and by hoping that, 
when fifty imves, ynu will have no reason 
to remember hi* warning. You offer him hot 
rolls, and he informs you that ha should at 
soon Ih ink of boiling one of the plates. His 
tea ie next given him, end he shortly returns it 
wuh a bumble petition that it may be copiously 
watered. Have you no respect for his noma ? 
The vary dish** teem to be afraid of the wet 
blanket, and shrink into themselves beneath his 
coldly scrutinizing *y*. Thai savoury cutlet* 
give over* smoking, and tha stussgea — upon 
which he literally scowls— shrivel up and betray 
their fatty views to his unaympathismg gra. 
The boiled eggs alma* seem able to bold out 
agiintthim. Their n Air et at triplti protect 



he remarks chc.rfully— for tbe wet blanket can 
be ae chirpy at a magpie when auguring tome 
piece of UI- fortune— lhat it is fir too bright to 
list. 

There is no event or vicissitude of life tor 
which the wet blanket 3* nut prepared- H* is 
equal to every emergency. If you are lucky 
enough to hear in his presence that yon bar* 
inherited a round snm of money, he will arm- 
pathisingly suggest that you ougbt to have had 
mere, and will likewise take occasion to express 
his conviction that yon will find th* testator hue 
left yeu to pay the legacy duty, Thia, he *dde 
with arithmetical precision, is ten per cent, in 
the ease of a stranger — tcnii-A ^ou are — end five 
hundred out of your flee thousand are gone at 
once. It it your misfortune to have a highly- 
prized relative or friend in th* hazard of death, 
and the physician permits you to entertain 
strong hopes of hit ultimate recovery, the wet 
blanket devoutly Irutta the doctor wilt be right, 
but for his own part he never knew or a person 
gelling really belter under such cLrcumttancer. 
If you are about to publiah a book, ha triea 
to dissuade you from putting your name to it r 
for there i» no knowing what tboa* critic, may 
ssy of it or of you personally. 
Should you be obstinately couriReoas, sail 
should a favourable review of your work ap- 
pear in an influential journal, he inquires in ant 
innocent way if you know the editor. Suppos- 
ing your literary production to be severely 
bandied, he will remind you of his warning, 
and ask you what you could expect from a 
censor with whom you are not acquainted — 
except the iruth.
